$10 worth of shoes, but instead of 
having them delivered took them 
with him. 
He presented a check 
for $20 and received the differ­ 
ence back in cash. 
One peculiar feature in connec­ 
tion with the three cases of forg­ 
ery is that the man used the same 
name in sinning the checks given 
in payment for the goods bought.
